Bomb Detonators Found in § 


Venice; Man 


A Terminal Railroad engi- 
neer was injured when he 
picked up a_ strange object 
along the railroad tracks south 
of Fourth Street in Venice 
Thursday afternoon and it ex- 
ploded in his hand. 

James Hutchins, ~ 47, of St. 
Louis, was admitted to St.:Eliz- 
abeth Hospital with a puncture 
wound to his hand after the 
mishap. An unidentified man 
accompanied him to the hospi- 
tal emergency room with a 
small object which he said was 
similar to the one Hutchins had 
picked up. |Hospital officials 
evacuated the emergency, wait- 
ing room until the object was 
removed. 

The object was described as 
triangular in shape, about two 
inches on each side and about 
one and one-half inches thick 
and was made of metal with a 
pin along one side. 

Captain Henry Hodge, a spe- 
cial agent for the railroad, said 
that about 70 of the metal ob- 
jects were found along the 
tracks. When asked if they had

fallen from a railroad car a 
spokesman said, “it is assumed 
that they did.” 

Capt. Hodge put the articles 
in the trunk of his car and took 
them to the Venice police sta- 
tion where the U. S. Army 50th 
Ordinance Detachment at the 
Granite City Army Depot was 
informed of the incident. Mem- 
bers of the bomb squad were 
sent to the police department 
to take charge of the objects. 

They removed the explosives 
from the trunk of Hodge's car 
and disarmed them, according 
to Venice Police Chief Ralph 
Brawley.

They also went to the hospital 
and recovered one which had 
been taken there.

Cause of the fire was unde- 
termined by the Fire Depart- 
ment which estimated the loss 
to the building at $13,000 and 
to the contents at $2,500.

Pipeman Jim Strack was in- 
jured when he fell through a 
hole in the hallway floor and 
into the basement.

Pipeman Robert Bell saw 
Strack fall, reached through the 
hole and held onto Strack’s 
hand while he summoned help.

About one hour after the fire 
was extinguished, Capt. Lester 
Nash began complaining of 
nausea and weakness and was 
taken to the hospital.

Strack, who was revived at

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City Election Contests 
Develop in All Wards 


Opposition for the office of 
Granite City street superintend- 
ent and all of the seven alder- 
manic posts subject to election 
this year developed today amid 
changing election schedules un- 
der which the Granite City mu- 
nicipal balloting will constitute 
the only election to be held on 
April 6—the first Tuesday of 
the month. 

For the first time in recent 
history, Granite City voters will 
“go it alone’ without accompa- 
nying elections on the same 
day by Granite City township 
and the Granite City Park Dis- 
trict. In previous years all three 
elections were held on the same 
date—always on the first Tue: 
day of Aprilwith many voters 
required .to ballot in three sep- 
arate precincts if they wanted 
to vote in all three elections. 

This year, however, the Gran- 
ite City Park District will hold 
its election on the third Tues- 
day of April under an ordinance 
adopted by the Park Board. 
The new schedule will set the 
Granite City Park District elec- 
tion on April 20, the same date 
as municipal elections in the 
cities of Madison and Venice 
and the village of Pontoon 
Beach. 

No Township Election 

In addition, there will be no 
township election in Granite 
City this year as the result of 
a ruling by the Illinois attorney 
general that incumbent assist- 
ant siipervisors will continue as 
holdover town officers until 
June, 1972 when redistricting 
will cut the county board mem- 
bership to 29. 

Since Granite City was not 
scheduled to elect a supervisor

The township election,’ like 
that of the park district, was 
held in previous years on the 
first Tuesday of April, on the 
same date as the Granite City 
municipal election.

In reaching it, 
we assumed the burden of a 
$400 million responsibility which 
will tax to the limits our plan- 
ning, engineering and manage-

“By the same token, it was 
that same kind of assessment 
which led us to allocate more 
money for the highway needs 
of your area than any other 
comparable section of the 
state.””

The 1970 results included ex- 
traordinary and non - recurring 
losse of $504,000, or 20 cents per 
share, resulting from the antic- 
ipated closing, disposal and re- 
location of several unprofitable 
or marginally profitable opera- 
tions both domestic and foreign. 

The ‘Board of Directors took 
no action on a dividend for the 
first quarter of 1971. 

Mr. Gray announced several 
months ago that GSI was sus- 
taining a loss on its second half 
1970 operations and was not ex- 
pected to return to profitable 
operafons until volume ship- 
ments begin in the second quar- 
ter of 1971 on two large orders 
for rapid transit and commuter 
cars. 

GSI had net sales in 1970 of 
$80,238,000 compared with $154,- 
550,000 in 1969. Mr. Gray said 
that “the principal reason for 
our disappointing showing in 
1970 was an 87% decline in 
sales at the St. Louis Car Di- 
vision, our largest operating di- 
vision." 

St. Louis Car did not deliver 
a single new rapid transit or 
commuter car last year while 
in 1969 this division delivered 
over 500 cars and accounted 
for about half the sales volume 
of the entire company, Gray 
said.

Each individual is entitled to 
claim a personal exemption for 
himself. If he is over 65 years 
of age, another exemption is al- 
lowed. An additional exemption 
is available if the person is 
blind. 

In most instances, taxpayers 
can claim an exemption for 
their spouse. The age and 
blindness extra exemptions can 
also be claimed for a spouse. 

‘A dependency exemption is 
allowed also for each depend- 
ent. Generally, a dependent is 
@ person related by blood or 
marriage, who receives his or 
her chief support from the tax- 
payer. There is a gross income 
limitation of $625 for claiming 
dependents other than the tax- 
payer’s children under 19 or 
who are full-time students. 

The Tax |Act makes one 
change in claiming foster chil- 
dren. A/ foster child can be 
claimed as a dependent on the 
same terms as an adopted or 
natural child, if he lives with 
the taxpayer and is a member 
of the household for one entire 


year. 
In determining support, these 
items are included: the cost of 
food, shelter, medical and den- 
tal care, clothing, education, 
and similar necessities. An ex- 
emption is allowed when the 
taxpayer furnishes over half of 
the total cost of the depend- 
ent’s support for the entire 
ar. 
When you file your 1970 re- 
turn, remember to claim $625 
for yourself, your spouse, and 
each dependent you list’on the 
Form 1040.

There “is a 
small amount of powder in 
each detonator, but it could be 
sufficient ‘to injure, blind or 
even kill any one close to one 
if it exploded.

Bids to post-season basketball

Southern Illinois University- 
Southwestern Cougars were the 
victims Saturday night at the 
Edwardsville High gym of just 
how that system works as they 
were demolished, 119-85, by 
fourth-ranked Tennessee State 
University from Nashville.

Except for an early 4-3 SIU- 
SW lead, Tennessee’s intention 
to blow the Cougars out of the 
gym was quickly evident as 
they spurted -to a 62-40 first half 


advantage. Lloyd Neal put on p, 


an amazing scoring exhibition 
with 24 of his 32 points coming 
in the first 20 minutes. 

His running mate, Ted Mc- 
Clain, also poured in 20 points 
over the same stretch as the 
Tigers took advantage of the 
Cougars’ weakness caused by 
the three fouls on SIU-SW’s 
floor general, Rich Essington. 

At the beginning of the sec- 
ond half, hopes of the capacity 
SIU-SW crowd zoomed briefly 
as the Cougars, led by Essing- 
ton and Champ Summers, out- 
scored Tennessee, 10-2. Their 
hopes were quickly dashed as 
Essington picked up his fourth 
foul -and the Cougars’ center, 
Gene Bounds, fouled out with 
ten minutés left. 

In fairness to Coach Dudley's 
Cougars, it must be pointed out, 
that SIU-SW is far from its full 
physical strength: lost for the 
remainder of the season is 
their top-rebounder, 66 Jerry 
Bloemer, because of surgery 
on his ankle.

Boat Owners 
Are Surveyed 
On Gas Taxes 


State conservation officials 
are trying to determine whether 
their boat programs are receiv- 
ing their full share of state 
motor fuel taxes. 

Kenneth Gruenewald, boating 
administrator for the Illinois 
Department of Conservation, 
said expansion of the depart- 
ment’s boating facilities may 
hinge in. large measure on an- 
swers obtained through a ques- 
tionnaire being sent this month 
to half of the state’s registered 
boat owners. 

The canvass is designed to 
help conservation officials de- 
termine what percentage of 
state motor fuel taxes comes 
from gas used in motor boats. 
Motor fuel taxes finance boat 
programs as well as highway 
improvements, but there - is 
doubt now that boating is re- 
ceiving its full share of these 
revenues, Gruenwald said. 

The questionnaire accom- 
panies renewal applications go- 
ing to 80,000 mariners whose 
biennial certificates of water- 
craft number expire in June. 

Gruenewald urged owners to 
complete the poll and return it 
promptly. “If our suspicions 
are correct, the few minutes 
invested by boat owners in pro- 
viding the data we need to 
prove our, case will be’ repaid 
with more facilities and better

Guelker, “I will schedule a 
series of soccer games for the 
Cougar team much like our 
tour of England and Ireland 
last year.”

In special meetings with Illi- 
nois members of Congress this 
week, hospital representatives 
said that the health care deliv- 
ery system must change before 
any attempt should be made 
through legislation to guarantee 
comprehensive health care to 
all citizens. 

Representatives from 57 hos- 
pitals-across the state were in 
Washington to discuss problems 
facing the health care field. 

Kenneth C. Etcheson, presi- 
dent of the Illinois Hospital 
Association, headed the delega- 
tion, which included, from St. 
Elizabeth Hospital, Granite City, 
Lay Advisory Board President 
c. Blankenship and Assist- 
ant Administrator Ted Eiler- 
man. 

Etcheson, administrator of 
the Graham Hospital in Canton, 
said, “Hospitals in Illinois 
endorse the basic assertion 
that health care should be made 


available to all the people as 
an inherent right. 

“But it is fallacious to assume 
that the new systems of finan- 
cing through tax dollars will in 
themselves make the health 
system more effective or more 
efficient, or make quality care 
quickly available to everyone.” 

The Illinois Hospital Associa- 
tion sent the delegation to the 
national capitol. The associa- 
tion represents a $1.3 billion-a- 
year health service industry 
employing over 145,000 people, 
one of the largest segments of 
the Illinois economy, 


The delegation was concerned 
that in discussions of the politi- 
cally popular idea of guarantee- 
ing comprehensive health serv- 
ices to all citizens, certain im- 
portant considerations might be 
overlooked. 

A “Bill of Particulars”, pin- 
pointing these concerns, was 
drawn up. The “Bill” includes:

Incentives for changing the 
system. Organizations must be 
created in Illinois capable of 
meeting the public expectation 
of health care as an “inherent 
right.” 

Sufficient “start-up money” 
is not available in the private 
sector to support these new or- 
ganizations until they can show 
results. If government wants to 
be involved in ‘changing the 
system,” it should be prepared 
to invest monies in this effort, 
the statement related. 

Increasing the health man- 
power supply. Increasing the 
numbers of doctors, nurses, and 
other health personnel deserves 
a higher priority than increas- 
ing the public demand for their 
services through a new finan- 
cing mechanism. 

State and federal health pro- 
grams have already strained 
the capacity of the present 
manpower pool, 

Flexibility in’ existing health 
programs, Existing federal pro- 
grams in health present a total- 
ly confusing picture; many are 
in competition or conflict with 
each other. 

More effective use of avail- 
able funds could be accomplish- 
ed through “block grants’ to 
the states. Illinois would then 
have an opportunity to concen- 
trate on the problems that it 
believes are most important, 
using its discretion on how the 
federal monies should be spent, 
it was noted. 


Medicare and Medicaid reim- 
bursement, Most hospitals have 
to charge the private, under-65 
patient more in order to make 
up their losses on Medicare and 
Medicaid. 

Illinois hospitals are now de- 
veloping a community rate re- 
view board approach to reim- 
bursements, whereby hospitals 
would be paid prospectively on 
the basis of their documented, 
budgeted needs. 

If would make sense to in- 
volve the Illinois Medicare, and 
Medicaid program in this pro- 
cess so that these programs 
would share fairly in the total 
costs of operating the hospital 
system, it was said. At this 
time, federal law and regula- 
tion prevents this involvement. 


Control of hospital utilization. 
‘The Social Security Administra- 
tion is discouraging develop- 
ment and use of less expensive 
alternatives to hospitalization, 
such as extended care and 
home health services. 

In effect, this is “backing up” 
patients into the hospital be- 
cause they have no other place 
to get Medicare benefits. There 
should be more positive encour- 
agement of these services .as a 
means of controlling hospital 
bed utilization, the IHA con- 
tended. 

Continuity of current grant 
programs. A problem frequient- 
ly confronting hospitals is that 
they are actively encouraged 
and financially aided to initiate 
new community service com- 
mitments. But then, two or 
three years later, the hospital 
is left “holding the bag” by the 
failure of the federal appropri- 
ations apparatus to maintain 
this commitment. 

When the federal government 
cuts off the program, the hos- 
pital gets the blame. The hos- 
pital representatives strongly 
urged that any programs de- 
veloped at the federal level 
allow maximum discretion at 
the local level. 

The association is a volun- 
tary organization of over 300 
hospitals in the state. It acts 
as the spokesman and program 
coordinator for hospitals in 
their interactions with public 
groups and both voluntary and 
governmental agencies.

New Plants, Expansion 
Generates 26,324 Jobs 


A record $971.5 million in cap- 
ital investments for new plants 
and plant expansions in Illinois 
in 1970 will generate 26,324 new 
jobs, according to Ray C. Dick- 
erson, director of the state of 
Department of Business and 
Economic Development. 


The figures are based on 
plant announcements and_ in- 
volve 473 projects, but final to- 
tals for 1970 will swell, Dicker- 
son said, as additional plant in- 
vestment decisions are reported 
to the department. 

The 473 proposed projects 
consist of 158 new plants and 
‘315 expansions of industrial fa- 
cilities, a decrease from the 655 
announcements during all of 
1969, Dickerson noted. 

He said the number of antici- 
pated new jobs is lower this 
year than last year’s 41,179, 
principally due to the fact that 
this year’s projects have in- 
volved large investments with a 
relatively low employment fac- 
tor while many of those in 1969 
were the opposite in nature.

State Fairgrounds Zoo to 
Close; Phase-Out Begun 


The Illinois Department of 
Conservation is closing its zoo 
at the state fairgrounds, accord- 
ing to Henry N. Barkhausen, di- 
rector of the department. 

He said phase-out operations 
have begun but no deadline has 
been set for their completion. 

Reasons for the action include 
declining attendance during 
peak seasons, little visitation 
during fall and winter, vandal- 
ism and deterioration of facili- 
ties, Barkhausen said. He added 
that the exhibit became obsolete 
when the new Springfield mu- 
nicipal zoo opened last year. 

The frequency and severity of 
vandalism in recent months con- 
tributed heavily to the decision 
to discontinue the zoo, Bark- 
hausen reported. Since Thanks- 
giving, more than 100 game 
birds were released from their 
pens, 40 to 50 other birds were 
slaughtered, and a flock of 
doves was freed in separate in- 
cidents. Pens and equipment 
were damaged on each oc- 
casion. 

Disposal of the zoo collection 
still is under discussion, Bark- 
hausen said. It is expected that 
the small mammals and birds 
will be transferred to state 
game farms and wildlife ex- 
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hibits, but no decisions have 
been made on most of the larger. 
animals. These include small 
herds of deer, elk and buffalo. 

One young bull elk, which re- 
cently focused public attention 
on the zoo by killing a pet deer, 
will be returned to its donor, 
Oren Bolin, operator of a game 
farm and wildlife refuge in 
Kankakee County. 

The fairgrounds zoo was es- 
tablished in 1955 and at its peak 
it contained more than 300 birds 
and animals of 85 species. 
Fewer than 50 birds and ani- 
mals remain. 

Rehabilitated twice since 
opening, the facility now needs 
a third restoration, Barkhausen 
said. Cost of the work has been 
estimated at $25,000. 

The zoo never has reached 
its potential as a visitor attrac- 
tion, the director said. 


Illinois Leads Nation 
In Soybean Production 


Illinois again led the hation 
in soybean production in 1970 
when its farmers harvested 
more than 213 million bushels, 
according to Director of Agri- 
culture Gordon L. Ropp. The 
total, down 6 percent from the 
record harvest of 225 million 
bushels in 1969, amounted to 
18.7 percent of the national 
production. 

The average yield for soy- 
beans slipped during the year 
from 33.5 bushels per acre in 
1969 to 31 bushels in 1970. Ropp 
attributed the lower soybean 
yield mainly to an extremely 
wet spring which delayed plant- 
ing and a semi-wet harvest 
season. 

Illinois’ corn yield dropped 
from 98 bushels in 1969 to 74 
bushels per acre in 1970, the 
lowest -yield since 1960, Ropp 
said. 

He attributed the low corn 
yield to wet weather during 
certain times of the year; hot, 
dry weather in July; and the 
Southern corn leaf blight last 
August.

“We know that the prosperity 
of Illinois is intimately linked 
with the prosperity of her in- 
dustry—and we are prepared to 
act on that inescapable fact of 
economic life.

“Yet, we know that a sound 
economic climate is a complex 
condition, made up of many 
factors, both within and beyond 
the control of government. 

Social Stability 

“We know that a business cli- 
mate is more than a tax struc- 
ture. It is also a labor force, 
transportation facilities, intang- 
ible community) attitudes, and 
social stability 

t consists of such varied 
elements as schools and hous- 
ing and parks and city streets. 
And this. administration has 
chalked up some notable 
achievements on every one of 
those fronts 

“A. W. Clausen, chief execu- 
tive officer of the Bank of 
America, the world's largest fi- 
nancial institution, has sum- 
marized this recognition this 
way: ‘In the long pull, nobody

It 
will lead the way toward more 
responsive government, more 
equitable revenue _ structures, 
better community planning, and 
a renewed sense of confidence 
which can only be good for all 
of society. 

“Fourth on a broader scale, I 
would venture that the econom- 
ic prospects are getting bright- 
er in Illinois. 

“That is not an original fore- 
cast, as most American econ- 
omists have reached a similar 
conclusion. 

“But based on _ indicators 
which tell us that we haven't as 
far to go as the rest of the na- 
tion—as well as our year-end 
decline in unemployment — I 
would guess that Illinois may. 
be slightly ahead of the rest of 
the country in starting the 
climb upward.

Government Not an Enemy 

“My presence here tonight is 
representative of a subtle—but 
significant—change in the think- 
ing of: American businessmen 
about how we ought to go about 
building that kind of society. 

In a very real sense, that 
change marks a reconciliation 
with the realities of this tech- 
nological ag 

“There was a time, in the 
not-too-distant past, when bus 
nessmen viewed government— 
any government—as the sworn 
enemy. It was a case of ‘us and 
them. 

“They urged their employes 
to become active in civic and 
community affairs—to partici- 
pate in the symphony orchestra 
and the Boy Scouts and th 
community chest but, for 
heavens sake, stay away from 
politics 

“As a result, they had a lot 
of influence with the orchestra 
conductor, the scoutmaster and 
an occasional social worker, 
but nobody had ever heard of 
them down at City Hall 

Effect on Business Climate 

“All that is changing. Bus: 
nessmen are coming to recog: 
nize that the political system 
performs an important role in 
assuring the kind of climate in 
which the can do business suc- 
cessfully. They are beginning to 
realize that the decisions which 
reaily matter to a business are 
made at City Hall or in the 
Capitol as often as they are 
made in the corner office of the 
executive suite. 

“That realization has generat- 
ed unprecedented levels of co- 
operation, in which I am 
pleased to participate here to- 
night. 

“‘An honest assessment of our 
situation must include a flat 
statement: Illinois is in sound 
economic health, and its future 
is bright. 

#This is not mere Chamber 
of Commerce talk. I promised 
an honest assessment, and I 
believe the facts will back me 
up. Let’s consider a few of 
those facts: 

Fewer Illinois Jobless 

“Unemployment in Illinois at 
the end of 1970 stood at 4.1%, 
nearly two full percentage 
points below the national av- 
erage 

“The movement during the 
course of the year also indicat- 
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ed considerable stability in our 
state. While the year-long na- 
tional average was 5%, indicat- 
ing heavy increase toward the 
end of the year, the difference 
between our year’s average and 
the year-end figures was only 
two-tenths of a point,” Ogilvie 
pointed out 

“It is also worth noting that 
the Illinois figure dropped 
slightly between November and 
December while the national 
rate was going up. 

“It would be premature to in- 
fer too much from this decline, 
but there is reason to hope that 
Illinois is finding a bottom to 
the present economic slowdown 
before the rest of the nation. 

High Per Capita Income 

“Per capita annual personal 
income in Illinois is a whopping 
$598 above the national aver- 
age, and nearly $300 higher 
than the second-ranked state in 
our five-state north central re- 
gion. 

“Broken down on a percent- 
age basis, the personal income 
figure in Illinois jumped by 
4.9% during 1970, While the in- 
crease was somewhat lower 
than the national average 
which is to be expected if you 
consider the lead with which 
we started—it is substantially 
ahead of the average for our 
midwestern region. 

“The figures for industrial 
employment also tell a story of 
sound economic health relative 
to the rest of the nation. 

“While all non-agricultural 
employment suffered a decline 
during the current — recession, 
the dropoff in Illinois was only 
a fraction of what it was for 
our region and for the nation 
as a whole 

“Total non-farm employment 
in our state declined by a tiny 
one-eighth of 1% last year, 
while the dropoff in the north 
central region as a unit was 
24 times greater,” the governor 
related. 

“Considering the payrolls in 
manufacturing alone, the Illi- 
nois decline was only one quar- 
ter of the rate of our sister 
states, and about one-half of the 
national percentage. 

Sound Industrial Growth 

“Illinois also ranked near the 
top among the states in the 
level of industrial growth re- 
corded during 1970, More than 
450 new and expanded plant fa- 
cilities, representing an invest- 
ment of nearly $1 billion and 
more than 26,000 new jobs, 
were counted by our state De- 
partment of Business and Eco- 
nomic Development. 

“This is an important statis- 
tic, because it reflects the con- 
fidence of the American ‘busi- 
ness community in the sound- 
ness and vitality of Illinois. 

He added that such “confi- 
dence—not only among outsid- 
ers but shared by all of us at 
home—is essential to our strong 
economic condition. 

“For the guiding force of eco-* 
nomics is psychological. Value 
is not.ordained by some force 
on high, ‘but is determined by 
the ingness of others to pay. 

“By the same token, Illinois 
is not strong because its gov- 
ernor decrees it so, but be 
cause men of business believe 
it is strong and are willing to 
back up their beliefs with cap- 
ital. But confidence is not giv 
en , freely—especially by busi- 
nessmen whose participation in 
a highly competitive system re- 
quires a coldly practical out- 
look. 


State Streamlining 
“There are many intangible 
elements responsible for the 
confidence we enjoy, and I 
don’t presume to know them all. 
I do want to touch on one fac- 
tor with which I am familiar— 


the performance of government 
in Illinois 

“During the past two years, 
we have sought to provide a 
streamlined government Struc- 
ture imbued with ‘the kind of 
sound government principles 
and concer for a quality prod- 
uct which have made American 
business the model for the 
world 

“However easily defined in 
words, that structure is incredi- 
bly difficult to achieve in fact. 

The inertia developed by a 
monolithic government —bu- 
reaucracy over a number of 
years of relative inactivity is 
staggering. 

“The simplest task can be- 
come a nightmare of _paper- 
work, duplicated instructions, 
unresponsive agencies and gen- 
eral wheel-spinning, 


$5 Billion Budget 

The problem — is difficult 
enough in an organization the 
size of Illinois government — 
with a $5 billion budget and 
some 100,000 employes. And the 
brick wall of bureaucratic op- 
position which President, Nixon 
faces in the wake of his bold 
plan to reorganize the federal 
government is frightening to 
contemplate. 

“In the face of the difficul- 
ties, we nevertheless plunged 
ahead with a modernization of 
our century-old revenue struc- 
ture. In sim pe language, it 
meant the state's fitst income 
tax. 

“It was not an easy decision, 
any more than those agonizing 
occasions when you have to 
raise your prices and run the 
risk of losing your position in 
a highly competitive market. 

“But we faced the sobering 
prospect of a $1 billion deficit, 
and the curtailment of services 
essential to life in Illinois. 

‘Whether in industry or in 
government, that kind of grim 
reality requires either a cut- 
back in production costs or an 
increase in the prices you 
charge for your product — or 
both. 

Unnecessary Jobs Ended 

“Accordingly, we killed worn- 
out programs, cut hundreds of 
unnecessary jobs from the rolls, 
stopped all capital projects and 
eliminated many of the stand- 
ard frills of government. 

“But, in government, our bas- 
fc product is service — educa- 
tion, health care, police protec- 
tion, aid to the disabled, basic 
transportation—and drastic cut- 
backs simply are not possible 
without creating social and eco- 
nomic chaos. We had no choice. 
We raised our prices,” Gov 
Ogilvie said 

“We took the approach of the 
successful businessman—an ap- 
proach I believe you gentlemen 
‘can appreciate. 

“We didn’t cover up the grim 
facts with a cloud of rhetoric, 
nor did we attempt to hide our 
financial plight with a lot of 
fancy bookkeeping. We attacked 
the problem head-on, as direct- 
ly as we knew how,” he con- 
cluded,

580,000 Women Eligible 
For Veterans’ Programs 


A law signed by the President 
last month made wives of sery- 
icemen listed for more than 90 
days as missing in action, cap- 
tured “or forcibly detained or 
interned in the line of duty by 
a foreign government or pow- 
er” eligible for Veterans Ad- 
ministration home loan and ed- 
ucational programs, John B. 
Naser, director of the VA Re- 
gional Office in Chicago, has 
announced. 

The 1,000 wives of American 
servicemen, missing or captured 
in Vietnam make up only a 
small percentage of the 580,000 
women eligible for educational 
benefits, home loans, or both 
from the Veterans Administra- 
tion, the director pointed out. 

The largest group eligible for 
VA programs is 180,000 female 
veterans of World War II and 
the Korean Conflict, Naser said, 
whose unused expired loan ben- 
efits were restored by law last 
October. 

Another 160,000 wpmen now 


in service, or who served after 
Jan. 31, 1955,, qualify under the 
current’ GI Bill for monthly 
checks for . educational pur- 
poses and for the home loan 
program with loans guaranteed 
up to 60 per cent-with a maxi- 
mum of $12,500. 

Under a new VA program, 
175,000 widows of deceased vet- 
erans can go to school, take 
training or make home loans 
under, VA programs, Naser 
noted. About 8,230 thus far 
have taken advantage of the 
major programs, he said. 

‘Among the wives of 64,000 
permanently and totally dis- 
abled veterans eligible for VA 
educational benefits, only 1,800 
have participated in the pro- 
gram so far, the director 
pointed out. 

Naser urged women who be- 
lieve they may be eligible for 
benefits under any VA program 
to contact the nearest Veterans 
Administration office, or write 
the VA Regional Office, 2030 W. 
Taylor St., Chicago, Ill, 60612.

National Strikes Had An Indirect 


Impact Here; U. S. Acting to Aid — 


Calvo, Vadalabene Attempting to Separate 


Railroad Upturn, Rail Car Orders

The Tri-Cities area industrial- 
business community started off 
the year 1970 with 16,600 em- 
ployees, employed in 62 report- 
ing firms, and it ‘ended the 
the year with a postwar record 
of only 14,800 as compared 
with a high in 1956 of 21,000. 

The unemployment rate rose 
to a high of 7.9% in November 
1970. 

With the exception of Lipset 
Steel Products Co., which suf- 
fered a 2l-day strike before 
reaching agreement with its 
Steelworkers production union, 
the year 1970 produced no ma- 
jor local industrial strike’ ac- 
tivity. 

Despite this period of local 
labor peace, the national 
strikes by the Teamsters Un- 
ion and the United Auto Work- 
ers took a heavy productivity 
toll. 

Hardest hit by these two na- 
tional strikes were the Madison 
roofing products plant of the 
Johns-Manville Corp. and the 
Granite City automobile frame 
plant of A. O. Smith Corp. 

The 37-day Teamster .walkout 
which paralyzed the trucking 
industry in the St. Louis area 
interefered with production at 
both of these firms. 

Johns - Manville was further 
pressed during the summer by 


Corp. effective May 1, 1971. 

The U.S. Senate is also 
currently considering a pair 
of bills which would estab- 
lish a non-profit “National 

Freight Car Corporation” 

and guarantee loans to rail- 

roads from private sources. 

American Steel Foundries, a 
major producer of side frames 
and bolsters for use in freight 
cars, felt the current slowdown 
in new freight car buying dur- 
ing 1970 , but due to a large 
backlog of orders, shipped 
more railroad freight car com- 
ponents. in 1970 than the year 
previous. 

Employment at the plant ac- 
cordingly rose to more than 1,- 
100 employees — up 200 from 
last year. 

Those Association member 
industries engaged in supplying 
raw materials to or processing 
byproducts of the basic steel 
industry and/or steel foundries, 
namely, Air. Products & Chem- 
icals, Inc., Ferro Processing 
Corp., A. P. Green Refractor- 
ies, Inc., Lipsett Steel Prod- 
ucts, Inc., and the St. Louis 
Slag Products Co., all experi- 
enced a reasonably good year 
in 1970, tempered by the dimin- 
ished ‘production of the basic 
metal industry.

State Rep. Horace Calvo and State Sen. 
Sam Vadalabene are on the right track in their 
efforts to separate the Quad-City area from the 
East Side Levee and Sanitary District. 

There is no real prospect that the mis- 
managed, immensely costly district could be 
abolished entirely; some of its functions must 
be continued. What their legislation proposes is 
that the Madison County portion be detached, 
forming a new, entirely-local rict. 

The new agency and the one governing 
the remaining territory then would need to co- 
operatively maintain those drainage channels 
which cross the county line. The existing bond 
debt would have to be divided in some equit- 
able manner between the two districts. Such 
procedures may appear to be awkward but they 
are justified by past history — the record of 
more than six decades of abuse of the public's 
needs, wishes and pocketbooks. 

The St. Clair County portion which would be 
left within the levee district would have less ter- 
ritory to supervise than at present and might 
find that it could perform its tasks in an im- 
proved manner. It could hardly do worse than 
it has been doing. 

The Quad-City area would have no guar- 
antee of an ideal levee and sanitary system but 
there would be a genuine opportunity for it to 
function in a reasonably efficient manner. It 
would be serving a single, cohesive community 
instead of two basically unrelated areas. 

Citizens who had legitimate complaints or 
suggestions could make themselves heard by 
the new Quad-City. board and its constituency. 
They could bring about justified changes in the 
board membership through citizens action—in 
contrast: to the current situation in which the 
East St. Louis city hall machine calls the tune 
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and local taxpayers have to perform, with no 
way of electing a board majority. 

It could be the beginning of a healthy new 
era, breathing fresh air into a government 
mechanism which has grown so stale and foul 
that it lowers respect for our democratic proc- 
ess in, the state and nation as well as in this re- 
gion. = 

Democrats and Republicans alike should 
proceed resolutely and not let St. Clair politi- 
cians torpedo the separation effort. 


State Environmental Agency Shakeup Adds 
To Impact of the Sewage Treatment Order 


In view of reports during the weekend of 
a shakeup in the Illinois Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, the agency's call for immediate 
city action on Granite City secondary sewage 
treatment takes on added significance. 

The state trend is expected to be toward 
increasingly strict standards and deadlines. 

With state water pollution control require- 
ments advancing the secondary treatment dead- 
line from 1975 to 1973, the municipality is 
being urged to go ahead with planning and 
engineering work leading up to installation of 
additional treatment facilities. The existing 
city sewage treatment plant provides primary 
treatment, and the state government is saying 
that this degree of treatment will no longer be 
acceptable. 

With both Clarence W. Klassen and Doug- 
las B. Morton reported to be leaving their state 
positions, there is little expectation of any re- 
laxation in the Dec. 31, 1973, order; the Illi- 
nois Pollution Control Board headed by David 
P. Currie is gaining.a reputation eas “hard line” 
and unyielding. 

Granite City is going to have to provide 
secondary treatment for the sewage it dis- 
charges into the Mississippi River. The only 
question is whether it will do so the difficult 
way, or now—when up to 80% of the cost can 
be obtained from the state and federal gov- 
ernments,

Oversupply of Teachers Expected 


To Reach 600,000 


in U. S. by 1975

Declining birth rates: in. the 
nation and in Illinois will con- 
tribute to a worsening of the 
problem of oversupply in the 
teaching profession in the years 
ahead. 

Four factors are causing the 
teacher surplus: 

()) The growing number of 
college students preparing for 
teaching careers. 

(2) The declining number of 
births. 


(3) A trend among public 
school districts toward larger 
classes. 

And (4) “A decrease in the 
number of school staff mem- 
bers employed. 

Predictions are that 15,000 
persons trained to teach will 
be graduated in Mlinois this 
year, three times as many 
as in 1963. 

But as the number of new 
teachers has increased, the 
number of births in Illinois 
has And the same 
is true for the United States 
as a whole. 

In Illinois, there were 
225,062 births in 1963 and 
only 190,638 in 1968. Across 
the nation, births declined 
from 4,098,020 in 1963 to 
3,470,000 in 1968. 

Many school districts in the 
state have a smaller number 
of second graders than third 
graders, fewer first than sec- 
ond graders, fewer in kinder- 
garten than in first grade. 

This means a gradual de- 
crease in enrollments in the 
years ahead. 


School enroliment in the state, 
projected at 2,247,234 for 1971, 
will drop. to 2,007,742 in 1978, 
according to figures compiled 
by the Office of the Illinois 
Superintendent of Public. In- 
struction. 

This indicates there will be 
about a quarter of a million 
fewer students in 1978. If the 
pupil-teacher ratio averages 
25 to 1 as it does now, it would 
mean 10,000. fewer teachers will 
be needed in the next seven 
years. 

Yet another factor contribut- 
ing to the oversupply of teach- 


ers is the trend toward a larger 
number of pupils per teacher in 
many schools. 

Resistance of taxpayers to 
higher taxes, including school 
taxes, has prompted school a 
thorities, to seek economies, it 
cluding increasing class size. 
Some ricts are already 
eliminating teacher positions, 
and others are considering it. 

In. 1968, there were 59,278 
elementary teachers employed 
in Illinois. This was only 175 
more than in 1967. 

In secondary schools, teach- 
ers numbered 40,874 in 1968, an 
increase of 1,035 over the 1967 
figure. 

There are some secondary 
level subjects in which there 
still is a shortage of teach- 
ers, These include mathe- 
matics, physical sciences, 
industrial arts, special edu- 
cation and some vocational- 
technical subjects. 


However, the supply of 
beginning elementary school 
teachers, nationally, is fig- 
ured at 16,000 more than 
the number of positions to 
be filled, .In secondary 
schools, the excess of be- 
ginning teachers over de- 
mand is about 22,000. 


ISU’s placement service esti- 
mates there will be a national 
surplus of 600,000 qualified 
teachers by 1975. 

In spite of the supply and 
demand situation, teacher sal- 
aries are still increasing. The 
total. for beginning teachers 
graduated from Illinois State 
averaged $7,384 in 1970. 

Higher salaries in themselves 
have been a factor in the de- 
veloping teacher oversupply. 
Men teachers with families are 
now able to stay in the profes- 
sion, whereas formerly they 
often had to quit to go into 
more lucrative work. 

Young married teachers are 
postponing the start of their 
families longer, and some older 
women who had left the profes- 
sion to rear their families. are 
now finding it more compelling 
to return now that their chil- 
dren are raised.

and on Oct. 1, 1970, closed the 
Madison plant permanently and 
moved production requirements 
to other company plants in 
northern Illinois. 

A. O. Smith Corp. also ex- 
perienced,a summer production 
loss due to a major model 
changeover and an additional 
eight-week loss of production 
due to the fall 67-day strike by 
the United Auto Workers 
against General Motors. In all, 
A. O. Smtih lost more than half 
of their normal annual produc- 
tion in 1970. 

The company was successful, 
however, in completing a 25,- 
000-square-foot addition to the 
plant in the early part of the 
year and accomplishing an or- 
derly and highly successful ma- 
jor model. changeover. 

Although continuing to main- 
tain profitable operations, 
Granite City Steel Co. felt the 
effect of both the truck strike 
and the auto strike as well as 
costly disruptions in production 
flow caused by third-quarter 
shortages of coal and coke. 

Despite these problems, 
Granite City Steel set a 
company record in steel pro- 
duced, more than 1,516,000 
‘tons of steel. 

During the year, Granite 
City Steel continued its ac- 
quisition program with pur- 
chase of Central States 
Steel, Inc., of Kansas City, 
a distributor of steel for ag- 
riculture and construction. 
Raw material availability also 

continued to be a crucial prob- 
lem for Laclede Steel Co. 
Laclede depends entirely on 
scrap to make steel in its elec- 
tric furnaces at its;Alton melt 
shop, and increasing exports of 
prime scrap from the United 
States cost the company $7 mil- 
lion more for scrap in 1970 than 
in 1969. 

Although the current national 
recession affected all heavy 
manufacturing industry in the 
Tri-Cities last year, the effect 
was particularly acute at the 
Castings Division of General 
Steel Industries, Inc. 

Although the Division m: 
tained a good level of produc- 
tion on steel castings for steam 
turbine electric power generat- 
ing plants, wear, resistant, ar- 
mor, and earth-moving equip- 
ment, as well as suspension 
systems for rail rapid transit 
cars, a major decline in rail- 
road freight car business forced 
substantial layoffs in the latter 
months of 1970/ 

The normal Genetal Steel 
work ‘force of 1,600 employees 
has now been reduced to ap- 
proximately 800, and increased 
employment awaits a recovery 
of the railroad’ market. 


Congress has 

this problem with the pass- 
age last November of the 
“Rail Passenger Act of 
1970”, which ‘creates the 
National Rail Passenger 


road, boxcar incinerator by 
June 30, 1971, should def- 
initely increase local scrap 
production capability and, 
hopefully, profitability of 
that company in the coming 


year. 

The Nestle Company’s Gran- 
ite City instant tea plant, the 
largest-and most modern in the 
country, had an excellent year 
in 1970, 

‘The plant continued high lev- 
els of production, established 
a safety record of more than a 
year and a half with no lost- 
time accidents, and additional 
new environmental _ pollution 
control equipment is scheduled 
for installation in 1971. 

Nesco Steel Barrel Co. main- 
tained substantial production as 
did the Jennison-Wright Corp. 
and the National Lead Com- 
pany’s Hoyt and Steel Package 
Plants. 

In keeping with a reorganiza- 
tion of the St. Louis Region of 
the . National Lead Co. Fred 
Eichorn, region manager, 
brought: his offices to Granite 
City along with new staffs for 
accounting, sales and person- 
nel and industrial relations. 

Madison Metal Decorat- 
ing Co. in February of last 
year became the first ten- 
ant of the new five-acre 
Maeras Industrial Park in 
Madison. 

In September, Madison 
Metal Decorating Co. was 
joined by its sister firm — 
the Caine Steel Co. Both 
firms. are subsidiaries of 
American Industries Corp. 
and occupy new joint facil- 
ities in the Maeras Indus- 
trial Park. 

Operations in the new facili- 
ties increased both Metal Dec- 
oratirig’s sales and employment 
favorably, and Caine Steel Co. 
has just completed negotiations 
for a half-million dollar addition 
to the plant to be constructed in 
1971. 

In November 1970, Fox indus- 
tries was acquired by Diversi- 
fied Industries, Inc., of Clayton, 
Mo., on an exchange of stock 
and is now a member of Di- 
versified's Metal’s and Indus- 
trial Division. 

Other industrial activity in 
the community and immediate 
surrounding area during 1970 
included: the completion of a 
new basic copper plant near the 
Hartford Canal constructed by 
Chemico Metals, a subsidiary 
of the Belgium firm Metallo- 
Chemique; the start of con- 
struction. of a building for a 
new adhesives plant of Swift 
and Co. in the Maeras Indus- 
trial Park; announcement by 
Reilly. Tar & Chemical Corpo- 
ration of plans to expand their 
production facilities 50%; and the 
‘opening of a new warehouse on 
the Tri-City Regional Port Dis- 
trict property fog use by the 
owner-operator, the Bulk Serv- 
ice Corp.

Utilize Abandoned Ill. Terminal Right-of-Way as Recreation Site 


To the Editor: 

I think we have an opportu- 
nity in our area to preserve 
something that would bear great 
dividends in outdoor recreation 
at present and for many years 
to come. I would like to solicit 
the assistance of anyone who is 
interested. 

The Illinois Terminal Railroad 
is at present abandoning por- 
tions of its road in Madison and 
Macoupin counties that once 
constituted the electric line. 
Much of the rail and ties have 
already been removed. 

I have no idea just what will 
happen to the roadbed, but I 
think it has great possibilities 
as a nature trail, a bike trail, 
a hiking path, a scouting trail, 
an arboretum, wildlife cover or 
simply just a place to take a 
walk where you would be safe 
from autos and out in the coun- 


try. 

Tt will probably be necessary 
for some form of government 
to purchase it either all or in 
part. Maybe the state or county 
or even some city could share 
portions of it. 

‘Most creeks and roads are 
spanned with bridges that would 
last for foot traffic for many 
years. Perhaps some scout or 
garden groups would take re- 
sponsibility for the planting or 
maintainence of certain por- 
tions. 

In the city of Edwardsville 
the road runs near Montclaire 
shopping center and very near 
the new YMCA, which has a 
bad highway section to walk on 
at present. 

Can you see the youngsters 
from the southeast end pedaling 
merrily to the YMCA? The rock 
bed is already there and solid. 

Running north out of Ed- 
wardsville to Hamel, Worden 
and Staunton, it crosses some 
very scenic areas. 

There are many points of ac- 
cess off a multitude of country

roads. You could take a half- 
mile hike or you could take a 
ten-mile hike or bike ride. 

South from Edwardsville after 
going by the YMCA and Junior 
High, it borders the SIU proper- 
ty and goes on to Granite City. 

At first sight, there seems to 
be endless recreational possibil- 
ities with minimum expense and 
work. 

Perhaps there are stumbling 
blocks that are not readily 
seen. Perhaps the railroad has 
plans for it or is unwilling to 
sell. 

I, for one, would like to see 
it ‘explored, however.

The city of Bethalto has a 
beautiful arboretum planted on 
the old ‘CC&St. L_ right-of-way 
in that city. I understand that 
an individual up north in IIli- 
nois purchased some railroad 
right-of-way and has a private 
hunting ground on it. + 

Hopefully, some organization 
or civic body will take an in- 
terest in this. They can count 
on me as a supporter.

READER FAVORS MUTUAL 
FREEING OF PRISONERS 
To the Editor: 

I have sent the following let- 
ter to U Thant, Secretary Gen- 
eral, United Nations, New York. 

I thought perhaps a letter 
from the heartland of America 
might be of some assistance to 
you in gauging the sentiments 
of the majority of the American 
people. 

We are a fierce people when 
wronged, and a very -proud peo- 
ple all the time, but generally 
a fair-minded people, 

To confirm our fierce nature 
when wronged, I would refer 
you to Dec. 7, 1941, and subse- 
quent years 

To confirm our pride as a 
people, I would suggest you 
read—as I suspect you already 
have—our Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, directed to the then 
greatest military and naval 
power on this planet, 

To confirm our sense of jus- 
tice and fair play, I would sug- 
gest you read not only our Con- 
sttiution, which I suspect you 
already have, but also the Bill 
of Rights and the other Amend- 
ments thereto, which I also 
suspect you've read. 

And I suggest that you also 
consider our current efforts to 
remedy wrongs suffered by ap- 
proximately one-tenth of our 
population, the black Ameri- 
cans, who are some of our 
fiercest and proudest citizens. 

I can only suggest to you that 
these historical and background 
facts speak louder than some 
of the day-to-day rhetoric to 


which you and others may be 
subjected. 

I urge you to consider the 
possibility and deisrability and 
the extremely probable benefi- 
cial effect on the sense of jus- 
tice and fair play of the Ameri- 
can people, that would result 
from a decision by North Viet- 
nam to free all prisoners of the 
United States taken in the cur- 
rent conflict in Vietnam in re- 
turn for a similar action by the 
United States and its allies. 

As we are told by a wise man 
from the oriental neck of the 
woods, the journey of a thou- 
sand miles begins with the first 
step. 

I submit to you that this 
might well be a very auspicious 
first step on a lengthy and 
sometimes difficult, but essen- 
tial, journey. 

Not knowing, I would guess 
that the qualities described 
above as being inherent in the 
American people might also be 
found in the people of Vietnam, 
and that the reciprocal freeing 
of all prisoners by the United 
States and its allies. would have 
upon those people the same 

of beneficial effect I would 
anticipate it having on the 
American people. 

On a purely practical basis, if 
it didn’t work, both sides would 
have ample opportunity there- 
after to acquire more prisoners, 
I am sure. 

In any event, permit.me to 
suggest that it’s worth a try, 
and that it may be worth your 
efforts and the efforts of the 
United Nations. 

Thank you for any considera- 
tion you might give to this one 
lonely letter from one citizen of 
mid-America who is growing 
weary of reading about killing

The first real comparison of 
newspaper - radio - television ef- 
fectiveness for a retail adver- 
tiser has been completed in At- 
Janta and the results show that 
newspapers deliver more than 
three times the efficiency per 
advertising dollar. 

This isn't news to newspaper 
admen. But it ought to raise a 
few eyebrows in the retail busi- 
ness, where broadcasters have 
been spreading their tales of 
blue heaven in an attempt to 
get a piece of the retail adver- 
tising pie. 

The beauty of the Atlanta 
study is in its impartiality and 
its believability because all four 
parties to the argument partici- 
pated in it: Newspaper ads to- 
talling 11.6 pages were run in 
a Sunday paper and in morning 
and evening editions Monday 
and Tuesday prior to a large 
sale. 


On the same days, 438 thirty- 
second spots were run—l77 on 
five television, stations and 261 
on five radio stations—making 
more than eight commercials 
for every hour of broadcast 
time. 

From 2,176 interviews in the 
departments which sold the ad- 
vertised items, the retailer 
found that newspapers, which 
receive 38% of "the total ad 
budget, developed 71% of the 
advertising influence. 

Television, which received 
49% of the budget, produced 
28% of the ad influence. And 
radio accounted for 12% of the 
budget and only 9% of the ad 
influence. 

This is the most convincing 
argument for retail use of 
newspaper advertising in lieu 
of other media. We trust the 
nation’s newspaper ad execu- 
tives will make the most of it. 


Procedure for Adult Adoptions 


(Tri-City and Illinois Bar Associations) 


Most people think adoption is 
only for children, but did you 
know an adult also can be 
adopted? 

The adoption procedure is 
more simplified with adults, but 
certain legal conditions still 
must be followed. 

Illinois law requires an adult 
wishing to be adopted to meet 
one of two conditions: 

(1) The adult must have re- 
sided continuously for more 
than two years in the home of 
the prospective parents, This 
period can have taken place at 
any time before the adoption 
proceeding began. 

(2) The alternative requires 
that the adult be related in 
some manner to his prospective 
“new parents.” The adult can 
be related by blood or marriage 
in any of the following ways: 
parent, grandparent, brother, 
sister, step-parent, step-grand- 
parent, step-brother, step-sister, 
uncle, aunt, great-uncle, great- 
aunt, or first cousin. 

The adoption proceedings may 
be instituted in court in a coun- 
ty where the petitioners (those 
adopting the adult) reside, 
where the person to be adopted 
lives or was born, or where his 
or her parents reside. 

The only real requirements 
for those who would like to 
adopt an adult are that they 
have resided in Illinois continu- 
ously for at least six months 
immediately before the adop- 
tion proceeding (this is waived 
in the case of relatives), are 
reputable’ people, of legal age 
and, if. married, that both hus- 
band and wife jointly agree to 
the adoption. 


A petition to the court for an 
adult adoption must contain the 
name, place of birth and sex of 
the adult in addition to the full 
names of the person or persons 
wishing to adopt him, their 
place of residence, the length 
of time they have lived at the 
address, and the name to be 
given to the adult. 

‘An adult must state in writing 
that he consents to the adop- 
tion. Written consent of his real 
parents also must be given, if 
they can be found, and if they 
are not mentally retarded or in 
need of mental treatment. 

In the adoption proceed- 
ings of minor children, 
there is usually a pre- 
scribed amount of time 
which must lapse between 
the filing of the petition, a 
hearing date and the day 
when the court hands down 
the decree. This time is 
shortened considerably for 
an adult petition. 

The decree may be en- 
tered ‘any time after the 
filed id fi oe ke 

and a hearing 
has been held by the court. 

When the adoption decree of 
an adult has been entered, the 
clerk of the court which entered 
the decree prepares an adop- 
tion certificate and sends it to 
the Department of Mental 
Health. 

An adopted adult has the 
same legal status as a natural 
son or daughter. This means he 
can legally inherit from his 
adoptive parents’ estate, 

In addition, he may be called 
upon to assume financial re- 
sponsibilities for his parents’ 
welfare, as required by law.

House Plants and Humidity 

High humidity is one of the 
secrets of growing attractive 
house plants. 

Steamy weather and high hu- 
midity are natural surround- 
ings of folaige plants in the 
wild. When you can produce 
the same environment your 
plants will produce their best. 

Pans of moist sand or peb- 
bles are one of the best ways 
to produce a small cloud of 
high humidity. Clusters. of pot- 
ted plants produce higher hu- 
midity as each looses moisture 
from the soil, pot and leaves. 
A combination of the pan and 
the group is very successful as 
long as the pan is occasionally 
turned to expose all the plants 
to the light. 

Two Flower Pots 

Double potting will improve 
the growth of many house 
plants by increasing humidity 
and supplying,, extra water 
through the sid@M@t the pot. 

Double potting is planting a 
potted plant in a larger pot 
lined with peat moss. The moss 
holds extra water and supplies 
it through the porous clay pot 
as needed by the plant. 

Re-pot your plant in a porous 
clay pot. Set this clay pot in- 
side a larger watertight con- 
tainer and fill the space be- 
tween the containers with peat 
moss or shreaded sphagnum 
moss. Water the soil around 
your plant’ and the moss. Re- 
water each time the soil ap- 
pears dry 


STRATEGY FOR 
PRUNING SHRUBS 

Improved form, vigorous 
growth but less flowers is the 
general result of wintertime 
pruning. 

Many favorites like forsythia, 
flowering quince, honeysuckle | 
and lilacs develop flower buds | 
in the fall. To preserve the 
blooms prune in late spring 
when each plant passes its 
bloom period. 

If you enjoy late winter proj- 
ects and have free afternoons 
you can improve the vigor of| 
plants and help remove some 
overwintering diseases and in- 
sects by selective pruning. New 
growth is the key to good form 
and heavy bloom. Each winter 
cut out one or two dark colored | 
stems in the center of the 
crown. Modest annual pruning 
maintains vigorous growth, 
while it prevents a dense, ap- 
pearance. 

Do not prune back new 
shoots! Late season or mid- 
winter shearing removes the 
flowering potential and pro- 
motes excess vegetation. 

When plants are to vigorous, 
control the excess growth by 
soft pinching the new shoots’ in 
June. A fingertip pinch to re- 
move the tip of a vigorous 
shoot will promote branching 
and a more compact growth.

First Bids for State Funds 


Under New Treasurer Dixon 


Illinois State Treasurer Alan 
J. Dixon announced on Friday 
that $196 million in state time 
deposits will mature April 1 
and, to the extent possibly, will 
be reinvested in banks through- 
out the state at that time. 

Every bank in Illinois has 
been sent an application to bid 
for state funds, Dixon said. All 
applications for state deposits 
must be submitted by March 
Wy 

“My objectives are not com- 
plex,” the state treasurer said. 
“[ hope to develop an invest- 
ment program which will: 

“1) Provide a fair return to 
the state. 

“2) Recognize the Yeas of, 
and work for the benefit of, the 
people of Illinois. 

Geographic Distribution 

“3) Achieve an equitable dis- 
tribution of the state’s funds 
among all geographic and size 
strata of the financial commu- 
nity. 

“I must emphasize that: last 
objective,” Dixon said. “I in- 
tend to place money in evey 
geographic area of the state at 
the best possible interest rate 
we can obtain.” 

In the application sent to the 
banks, Dixon asked for com- 
ments on factors to.be con- 
sidered by him in the alloca- 
tion of state funds. 

Specifically, the treasurer 
asked banks to list in order of 
importnce: 

1) Interest rate bids, 2) Size 
of a bank measured by its de- 
posits. 3) Size measured by its 
loans. 

4) Bank loans made specifi- 
cally for community-oriented 
projects. 5) Geographic loca- 
tion of a bank. 6) Any other 
factors which bankers believe 
should also be considered by 
the treasurer when he allocates 
state deposits+ 

Recognize Types of Loans 

If particular loan activity is 
recognized in allocation of state 
funds, what categories of such 
activities should be considered, 
Dixon asked the banks, listing:

WINTER ADVENTURE 

Even the most captivating 
Christmas toys can lose their 
charm on long winter days. 
Take advantage of the weather 
and entertain your child by ex- 
ploring nature’s winter wonders 
together. 

Have your child look for the 
blacks and whites of winter, for 
lines made by trees or tele- 
phone wires, for textures in the 
ground, trees and bushes or for 
animal tracks—rabbits, squir- 
rels or winter birds. See how 
many different ones he can 
find. 

During snowfalls, go out to 
study the snowflakes. Let them 
fall on your tongue and skin 
and discuss where they come 
from. Before you go out, place 
a sheet of black construction 
paper in the refrigerator ‘to 
cool. Hold the cooled paper out- 
side to catch snowflakes for 
your child to examine closely. 

Over a period of time, ob- 
serve the stars changing in the 
sky and explain some of the 
simpler constellations to your 
child, Follow the moon as it 
goes through’ its stages. Notice 
how clouds look in different 
kinds of weather, and try to 
predict snowfalls' by watching 
the clouds, 

Observe an icicle with your 
child. Examine how it’s at- 
tached to the house or tree and 
grows into a point. Have him 
feel its smoothness and hard- 
ness. Break it and look at a 
cross section, 

Most importantly, talk about 
what you see or hear, and en- 
courage your child to ask ques- 
tions. You may have to do a 
bit of explaining, but you'll 
help your child develop a re- 
spect for nature and an aware- 
ness of the world around him.

PRESCHOOLERS 

Preschoolers are not too 
young to enjoy parties, Further- 
more, parties help preschoolers 
develop socially and prepare 
them for kindergarten. 

If you're ‘planning a party for 
preschoolers, keep in mind that 
the goal for every party is that 
everyone—adults included—has 
a “happy time.” 

To ensure fun for everyone, 
the wise mother enlists the aid 
of a friend or neighbor. Should 
an emergency arise, there's one 
adult to handle the cut finger 
or spilled milk, and one left to 
watch the other children, m 

To make sure harmony lasts 
throughout the party, plan to 
give it during the morning. 
Young children are freshest at 
the beginning of the day. But 
if morning isn’t convenient for 
you, after naptime in the after- 
noon is a good alternative time, 

Limit the number of guests. 
Perhaps no more than three or 
four children for two-year-olds, 
four to six for three-and four- 
year-olds, and six to eight for 
five-and_six-year-olds. 

And plrtiés needn't last all 
day. Usually two- and three- 
year-olds are ready to “call it a 
day” within one to one and a 
haif hours. Four- and five-year- 
olds will enjoy parties: lasting 
an hour longer. It’s always best 
to end the party when children 
are still having fun and before 
they become tired and cranky. 

Avoid’ games that- require 
competition for prizes. Pre- 
schoolers are self-centered and 
usually don’t enjoy a: game un- 
less they win. 

A non-competitive activity 
such as play-dough is always 
popular with this age group. 
Supply the children with cookie 
cutters and miniature rolling 
pins cut from broom handles 
and watch the creations emerge. 

Decorating party hats is an- 
other low-competition favorite 
activity. Paper plates. with rib- 
bon or yarn ties or a cone of 
constfuction paper can provide 
the basic form. Gather scrap 
materials—ribbons, feathers, old 
buttons and remnants—and let 
the children design their own 
hats. 

Whatever games you choose, 
plan’ them carefully according 
to your time space and energy 
resources, Remain flexible, and 
if you find that the chidiren en- 
joy an activity, let them con- 
tinue playing. Don’t feel that 
you have to stick to a planned 
schedule. On the other hand, if 
one activity falls flat, have an 
alternative ready.

Short of Expectations 

“Nevertheless,” Veeder said, 
“1970 fell short of expectations 
and was not a satisfactory year 
for Granite City Steel or the 
steel industry. 

“Tt was a year of recession, 
with the durable goods sector 
of the economy operating at 
considerably below recent lev- 
els. In addition, 1970 nationally 
was characterized by disruptive 
strikes and highly inflationary 
trends. 

“Not only. did the price of 
practically everything we buy 
increase substantially but met- 
allurgical coal and coke were 
in short supply, resulting in 
costly interruptions to steel mill 
production. 

“Operations and shipments 
were also adversely affected 


throughout the second quarter 
of 1970 by the truck strike and 
in the fourth quarter by the 
altto strike, which closed down 
the nation’s largest single user 
of steel. 

“The prices of our flat-rolled 
steel products were raised. in 
1970 but these increases—which 
averaged 3.7% on our 1970 
product mix—were far short of 
what was needed to compensate 
for the higher costs incurred 
during the year. 

Material Prices Soared 

“There were substantial in- 
creases in the cost of virtually 
everything we buy—and extra- 
ordinary increases in the cost 
of some raw materials we con- 
sume in large quantities. 

“Our costs for metallurgical 
coal increased 39% during 1970; 
purchased coke increased 69%: 
and fuel oil increased 93%. As 
a matter of fact, steel price in- 
creases have fallen short of 
steel cost increases for the last 
five years.” 

Discussing the outlook for 
1971, Veeder said, ‘“‘The demand 
for steel is expected to be strong 
during the first half this year, 
as manufacturers and other 
fabricators build inventory 


against the possibility of a steel 
strike later in the year. * 

“Granite City Steel should: 
have good first-half shipments 
with a more favorable product 
mix than in 1970, when we 
maintained operations at a high 
volume only by shipping a large 
tonnage of semi-finished steel. 

Balanced Facilities 

“The company’s production 
facilities are now in better bal- 
ance than in 1970 and we are 
correspondingly better able to 
support the rebuilding of our 
market position. 

“We are also hopeful that the 
increase in raw material and 
other costs will not escalate as 
rapidly’ as in 1970 and that it 
will be possible to close some 
of the inflationary gap between 
costs and prices.”” :
